ropean nations not now represented 
at this meeting.

Dino Grandi, Italy's foreign min- 


ister, supported the contention, of 
Cnrtins that both. Turkey and Rus- 
sia be asked to sit in. 


Italy,- he said, favors a European 


•union which would include all the 


" countries which make up Europe, 
otherwise a. -union, excluding some 
nations merely would divide into two 
camps. 


Arthur Henderson, for Great Bri- 


tain, suggested that this question be 
decided by a sinall committee. His 
proposal was adopted and the ses- 
sion recessed until later this after- 
noon. 


Before the delegates dispersed, 


however, the bearded young- Italian 
foreign minister told the-z that Italy 
regards disarmament as essential to 
any plan for European union and the 
basis of European security.

Mexico City—(XP)—Pretty Oasaca 


four centuries old Spanish and In- 
dian city of 50,000 lay in ruins to- 
day while soldiers and. volunteers 
corps searched the debris for victims 
of "Wednesday night's earthquakes. 


Eleven bodies were in 
morgue; 


and.' estimates on the number of dead 
ran as 1-igh as 48. The injured list 
was much larger, while estimates 
on damage to the city range from 50 
to 90 per cent. 


About 24 miles of the railroad be- 


tween Oaxaca (pronounced Wa-ha- 
ca) and" Puebla and 
Mexico City 


were torn rp or covered, with earth 
and stones during the disturbance, 
•which caused damage in every state 
of southern Mexico but "seemed to 
center In Oaxaca state. 


Outside of Oasaca three 
deaths 


were reported. These were all 
in 


Mexico City where an elderly wo- 
man was buried under falling mas- 
onry, a four-year-old girl received 
injuries of which she died yester- 
day.

Nicolas 
Peniagua, a 


.chemist, was fatally injured. 
Sis: 


others here are gravely injured. Fif- 
ty persons received minor injuries. 


From Mazatlan, southern Sinaloa, 


today came reports that, a subma- 
rine volcano was

shore. Dead fish, believed to have 
been killed by the fumes or -.shock 
of the seismic 
disturbances, have 


bee^ .thrown onto the-beaches for 
teif.days. 


Hesene worK-in Oaxaca. -was.imr

With virtually every 


house, made unsafe for occupancy, 
the inhabitants took to the ^fields, de- 
spite bitter cold, and slept there un- 
der such shelter as could be impro- 
vised. 


4 Other Towns Hit 


Similar conditions 
were reported 


in at least four towns near Oasaca 
and in many smaller 
hamlets and 


villages throughout 
the southern 


part of- the republic. 
' It is not the first time that Oax- 
aca has been damaged 
by earth- 


quakes. It suffered severely in 1927 
and in 1787, the famous old cathe- 
dral being badly damaged in the 
1727 tremors. The city was founded 
by 
Indians 
in 
7486 conquer- 


ed by troops of Cortes 3n 1521. 


In 1529 Cortes was given the title, 


Marquis of the Valley of the Oaxaca, 
by the king of Spain. Since then he 
has been known, in Mexico by the 
name "Marquis," much as Columbus 
is somtimes known as the admiraL 
Cortes once made the city his home. 
It was the birthplace of Benito Ju- 
arez, conqueror of Maximilian, and 
has been given the official 
name 


name Oaxaca de Juarez. 


The buildings 
in Oaxaca 
were 


mostly of one and 
two story con- 


struction built with, 
a view to re- 


sisting earthquakes. 


Mexico City's escape 
from "being 


damaged any more 
than it was "is 


laid to the blanket of soft earth on 
which the city is founded. This act- 
ed as a shock absorber. It prevents 
any high buildings being construct- 
ed. In the days of the conquest the 
city was laid out much 
after the

University of Illinois today -said that 
United States wheat growers "have 
no alternative but

if they wait a better price." 


"The world wheat market is de- 


cidedly gloomy for 
the American 


grower," Mr. Legge said. "There al- 
ready too much wheat, with produc- 
tion, increasing in some of the ex- 
porting icotmtrles and Russia com- 
ing back into the- market faster than 
any^of .iis,-thought-possible.- -Therp'is 
no way to'-gefrid of surplus Amer- 
ican wheat at a price 
below the 


present domestic level." 


•Legge said it was too early to say 


whether, the "benefits of the grain 
stabilization corporation's efforts to 
keep price of wheat to the American 
farmer from 20 to 25 cents higher 
than the world market price will be 
permanent." 


Legge said he had information of 


a "widespread 
drive" 
'by grain 


brokers using financial pressure in 
an attempt to break down the stab- 
ilizing operations by calling for dou- 
bled margin on May wheat but offer- 
ing to carry growers at the old fig- 
ure If contracts were transferred 
to the new crop of July wheat, un- 
supported by the board.

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE 
Aside from a difference of opinion 


lhat may prevail, and naturally to be 
expected, concerning the many sub- 
jects discussed in it, the message of 
Governor LaFollette, as a whole will 
strike the reader as well prepared, the 
result of close and careful study, 
breathing the attempt, despite precon- 
ceived and ingrained ideas on some 
subjects, to deal with the affairs of the 
state not only broadly but fairly. 


Governor. LaFollette perceives and 


boldly faces the ever present question 
in representative government as to 
whether or not society can "direct, 
with reasonable wisdom and justice, 
the activities through which it secures 
its livelihood, comfort and enjoyment," 
and then unerringly he names the es- 
sentials that must exist in order to se- 
cure the desired result, that' is enlight- 
ened economic leadership and "popular 
government based upon careful re- 
search, wise counsel and decisive ac- 
tion." It is good to read those three 
factors. It is refreshing to realize that 
they have been placed-squarely before 
the legislature, ior, regardless of the 
party or group in.power, the utmost in 
government can only be obtained by 
"careful research, wise counsel and de- 
cisive action." 


The crying need for careful research 


is emphasized by the governor time 
and again in his message, wherein he 
speaks of "ample consultation and 
study," that legislation 
"obviously 


should not be proposed except as the 


----result of careful research, full consul- 


tation with all interests it would af- 
fect, and meticulous draftsmanship." 
In mentioning draftsmanship he must 


"- have had in mind the many proposals 


"- that have fallen to the ground because 


after the oratorical efforts were over no 
one sat down to the drudgery of careful- 
ly putting into statute form the desired 


,- object, nor could he be blind to the 


number of laws that have been passed 
in this tstate, and" so many of them in 
the administration of Mr. Elaine, that 
. upon application were found to be en- 
tirely different from the representa- 
tions concerning them, and obviously 
because of a want of "meticulous 


- draftsmanship." 


The governor's recommendations 


made in order to secure that "careful 
research," the prolonged consultation, 
the providing of a hearing to everyone 


~ Involved, are both right and practical. 


"We now have a" legislature suitably 
paid for its services. The recommen- 
dation that legislative committees be 
called together to continue their work 
of "careful research" even when the 
legislature is not in session and for the 
consideration of specific and bother-* 
some problems is one made necessary 
"by the extensive and complicated nature 
of government today over what It was 
in frontier times. The recognition by 
the governor that responsibility for the 
government of the entire state can 
neither logically nor justly be put up- 
on the shoulders of one man "because 
of human inability to examine into the 
merits of all proposed measures and 
his suggestion of an executive council 
of up to twenty members chosen from 
all parts of the state and classes of its 
people should provide an 
effective 


method of properly and intelligently 
handling the important questions that 
must arise from time to time. 


At other occasions and more in de- 


tail it Trill be the purpose to discuss 
here the many proposals submitted by 
the governor. But viewing his mes- 
sage entirely apart from specific rem- 
edies suggested it is convincing that 
he has applied to himself the "careful 
research" which he desires to enjoin 
upon others and that 3iis treatment of 
the problems of government is bold 
and blunt but in the obvious attempt 
to establish among all classes of the 
people a degree of fairness in the con- 
sideration of public questions that is 
at once a necessary adjunct and re- 
quisite of every government of the 
people. 


THE SITUATION IN ARKANSAS 


One of the real tragic situations in 


this country is the condition in which 
Arkansas finds itself at this time, par- 
ticularly the fanners of that unfortu- 
nate community. It is difficult to real- 
ize, in a country as rich as ours, that 
before the winter is over fifty thou- 
sand families will have to be provided, 
through charity, with food so that they 
may live, and that sixty-five thousand 
more will need financial assistance to 
make a crop in 1931. 


Several unfortunate 
circumstances 


have brought about this condition. In 
1927 and 1928 severe floods laid waste 
many thousands of farms, and in 1929 
the cotton crop was ravaged by the 
boll-weevil. This was followed by the 
drought and general 
depression of 


1930. Philip Kinsley, writing for the 
Chicago Tribune, states that in 1929 
the state produced 1,490,000 bales of 
cotton at a value of $126,650,000. In 
1930 the production was 910,000 bales 
with a value of $41,860,000 which 
meant a cut of two-thirds in the pur- 
chasing power depended on to carry- 
stock through the winter and buy fam- 
ily supplies. Too much dependence has 
been placed on cotton, and the farmers 
of Arkansas must learn that the culti- 
vation of one crop year after year only 
leads to eventual disaster. 


Ninety-nine per cent of these rural 


families are native born Americans of 
stock that has been in the United 
States for many generations. It is hu- 
miliating to them to ask for charity, 
yet there is no other way. Argument 
is taking place in congress regarding 
the $15,000,000 which it is proposed to 
include in the Drought Relief bill for 
the purchase of food for people in the 
stricken areas. But there is no time 
for argument so far as Arkansas is 
concerned. The need is immediate. 


The call for assistance by the farm- 


ers of Arkansas is being promptly an- 
swered by the Red Cross. In order 
to meet this situation, and take care 
of other drought-stricken areas in the 
United States,-the Red Cross, with the 
approval of President Hoover, is is- 
suing an appeal for relief funds, with 
a goal of $10,000,000. In a letter ad- 
dressed to John Barton Payne, chair- 
. man' of the Red Cross, the President, 
after citing the need for help, closes 
-with these words:,"I am, confident you 
will command the never failing gener- 
ous instincts of our 
people toward 


those who are less fortunate." 


The Red Cross, as always, is on the 


job. The unusual demands for assis- 
tance make necessary an appeal for ad- 
ditional funds. It is expected the re- 
quest will be met spontaneously and 
immediately by those who are finan- 
cially-able to contribute. 


ROCKETS 


During youthful days, szy, even to 


maturity, does the swish and boom of 
th'e sky-rocket thrill the soul. The 
rush of its start and eventful flight is 
watched with trepidation and delight. 


So the experimental work on rockets 


of Dr. Darwin Lyon, New York phy- 
sicist, is interesting to all who have 
felt, perhaps unconsciously, the latest 
power displayed in the flight of a 
rocket. , 


Dr. Lyon has already constructed a 


rocket which was shot to a height of 
six miles. He has now completed one 
of greater power which he is to fire 
from the slope of Mount Redorta in 
Italy, and which he expects will reach 
an altitude of seventy miles. This rock- 
et will start slowly, gradually increas- 
ing its speed through the use of ex- 
plosive gases, so that as it reaches the 
rarefied atmosphere it will be traveling 
at terrific speed. At the top of its 
flight a parachute will be released, 
bringing safety to earth instruments 
which it is hoped will record the den- 
sity, temperature and composition of 
the air at this high altitude, the na- 
ture of which science has no informa- 
tion at the present time. 


The greatest height probably ever 


yet attained by human device was 
that reached by the projectile of the 
German Big Bertha gun which fired on 
Paris during the war. it is estimated 
that the top of its trajectory was 25 
miles above the earth. 


Much experimental work is being 


done with the theory of rocket flight. 
Fritz Von Opel of Germany has al- 
ready constructed and flown an air- 
plane propelled by rocket?, and motor 
cars have developed high speed us- 
ing; this same means of propulsion. 


Dr. Lyon feels that his present ex- 


periments are just a forerunner of the 
ultimate roal, which is interplanetary 
flight. He c\ en Jccls that cventtjally 
rockets containing passenger*, r>iay be 
sent fr.r out into sp^cc to other planets.

The same child often is not 
reminded to go during his lunch 
hour and so he finds it necessary 
again to leave the room between 1 
and 2 p. m. "With forty or more 
children in a class.room and about 
45 classes In a school, don't you 
think you could do more good by 
giving parents' some talks on the 
subject of proper training in habits? 
Good'parents train their children to 
go while at home and so not find it 
necessary to leave the room once or 
twice every day. 
Dogs • must be 


trained. 
"Why not children? Tour 


attitude towards teachers is a mean 
one. 
,We do our best to teach chil- 


dren respect and politeness. It 
is 


hard to do so vrhen parents are en- 
couraged to come to school at clos- 
ing time to be impudent to teacher 
or principal. 


Still and all, I offer no apologies 


to my friends the teachers for my 
advice to parents. Speaking of im- 
pudence, what shall we call the con- 
duct of the school teacher or prin- 
cipal who attempts to enforce the 
rule of punishment for the child 
who finds it necessary to leave the 
school room to answer the calls of 
nature? I do not believe any par- 
ent could be "impudent" to a teach- 
er or a principal who attempts such 
assault upon a pupil's natural com- 
fort and health. It is a scandal to 
pedagogy that we still have, in some 
backward communities, teachers and 
school principles -who would, if they 
could, penalize pupils by keeping 
them after school at night for such 
offenses against the dignity of the 
teacher. 


"When the University of Chicago 


announced the five year plan where- 
by a capable student may complete 
a course in a year or less instead of 
hanging around lor four years 'to 
gain the coveted degree, many an- 
tediluvian educators were shocked. 
"Will Rogers pointed out that now the 
smart youngsters can so thru col- 
lege just as fast as they like, where- 
as always before they've had to stick 
around four years to keep company 
with the dumb ones.

In 1925 he went to Porto Rico 
to serve as attorney general. 


For three years he was charged 


with the entire administration 
of 


justice there. During this time he 
succeeded in placing the judiciary of 
Porto Pvico on a high plane. Then 
he resigned. 


A place was lound for him in 


Washington,-as a special "assistant to 
the attorney general of the United 
States. He leaves this post to be- 
come vice governor of the

pines.

Butte's-appointment was hail-

Rep. George J. Schneider of Ap- 


pleton Introduced a bill some time 
ago providing for such a payment 
,and Ralph Fredenberg, representa- 
tive of the tribe, has been seeking 
favorable action on it. 


'C. J. Rhoads, Commissioner of In-1 


dian Affairs, tvrote the congressman 
that the per capita payments,_in the 
opinion of the bureau, 'are "neither 
.necessary nor 
desirable," 'adding 


that the Menominees have better 
employment conditions than 
many 


people outside the reservation, that 
no serious want had been felt ex- 
cept, by a few families who are be- 
ing taken care of by a. special fund 
and that all the Menominees' capital 
•will be .needed to keep the lumber 
.operations going, giving employment 


to members of the tribe, If the lum- 
ber market continues to bo bad. 


IIo also pointed out that the State 


of Wisconsin's claim to 51,000,000 
for swamp lands on the reservation 
constitutes a threat to the- Menomi- 
nees' capital fund. 


Can't Buy Lend 


Commissioner Rhoads expressed 


tho hopo that the state would re- 
cedo and let the Indians keep . the 
land, which "Wisconsin claims under 
a law ceding swamp la.nds to the 
state. 
The tribe's funds would be 


seriously depleted, he said, if 
the 


Menominees should have to buy this 
land back and the bureau feels that 
all the land within the boundaries 
of the reservation should belong ex- 
clusively to the Menominees. 


As of Dec. 30, 1930, there -was $1,- 


430,997.37 
in the "Menominee log 


fund," which bears interest at 5 per 
cent and $348,028.32 in the "4 per 
cent fund," the commissioner said. 
The bureau is trying to conserve 
the "log fund" because it brings a 
greater rate of interest and make 
necessary payments out of the "4 
per cent fund." In the past decade; 
$1,056,050 has been disbursed from 
the principal of the "4 per cent fund" 
and ?103,038.2o from the interest on 
this fund for per capita payments 
to members of the tribe and .$338,-

children in the group-' But after all 
we are- not teaching music in the 
classes for the sake of the'harmony 
the group can produce., Rather we 
are teaching music for the sake of 
the harmony it can produce in the 
minds and bodies of the children.

The latter is the phase that the 


bond market is now witnessing and 
one which has'had direct and-sub- 
stantial effect in the last few days 
on outstanding securities. It has been 
nearly as important a factor in caus- 
ing the heaviness in the bond list, af- 
ter its excellent recovery since the 
end of December, as the amount of 
"bonds that the investment market 
has suddenly been called upon to ab- 
sorb.

Mrs. H. W. Howard Crit- 


ically Wounded by Un- 


identified Assailant 


Portland, Ore. —C/P)—An attempt 


to kill Mrs. H. "W. Howard, prosecu- 
tion witness in the forthcoming trial 
of Nelson C. Bowles, young Portland 
millionaire and his former secretary, 
Inna G. Loucks, 28, for the murder 
of Mrs. Bowles, engrossed prosecut- 
ing authorities here today. 


Like Mrs. Bowles, Mrs. Howard 


was stabbed near the heart. The 
stabbing took place yesterday at her 
home. Officers said a man sprang 
from behind a door with a drawn 
fcnife and wielded it with the ex- 
clamation "I'll get you this time!" 


It -was the second attack on Mrs. 


Howard since she appeared as a 
"mystery" against the millionaire 
and his former employe. Last Dec. 2 
a man entered Mrs. Howard's home, 
beat her severely and threatened her 
with death If she testified for the 
state. 


After yesterday's attack Mrs. How- 


ard 
as found by neighbors who had 


heard her screams. 
She had been 


stabbed twice above the heart, slash- 
ed across the face and beaten on the 
head. She was reported in a critical 
condition, but police said they ex- 
pected to interview her today. 


The 'assailant escaped without sub- 


jecting himself the pc sible identifi- 
cation by neighbors. 
Police were 


told of a strange automobile going 
past the Howard home a short time 
before the attack. 


Mrs. Bowles died from a knife 


wound inflicted while she was in Miss 
Loucks' apartment last November 
Both Bowles and Miss loucks, who 
were present, told police Mrs. Bowles 
had stabbed herself after a conversa- 
tion over domestic affairs involving 
Miss Loucks. 


Discrepancies in the statement of 


a physician who bad been called to 
attend Mrs. Bowles and who admit- 
tedly ordered the body removed from 


' the apartment before notifying the 


police, led to the arrest of Bowles 
and Miss Loucks. 


Mrs. Howard allegedly had receiv- 


ed threats upon volunteering infor- 
mation to the authorities. She then 
appeared before the grand jury which 
indicted Bowles and Miss Loueks, 
but teh nature of her testimony nev- 
er was disqolsed. 


JBoth Bowles and Miss Loucks are 


in jail pending trial.
